WASHINGTON, . Feb. 6.—Senator | 
Wagner of New York, a former jus- | 
tice of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court of that State, in a 
speech in the Senate today attacked 
the recommendation of the Wicker- 
sham Law Enforcement Commission 
that United States commissioners be 
empowered to hear casual violations | 
of the Volstead act, denouncing 
such a proposal as contrary to the 
Constitution and in conflict with 
Federal Supreme Court decisions. 

On the House side of the Capitol 
leading wets stated this afternoon | 
that they would support the Wil- 
liamson bill to transfer prohibition | 
enforcement from the treasury to} 
the Department of Justice, as rec- 
ommended by the Wickersham com- 
mission. The wets took this stand, 
they said, as a concession to prove 
that the dry Jaws cannot be en- 
forced. Early passage of the meas- 
ure was forecast. 

Senator Wagner, in his argument 
against inroads into the system of 
trial by jury, declared that the na- 
tion’s demand at the present is for 
an investigation into prohibition 
abuses and their correction. Such a 
course, he said, was planned by 
President Hoover for the Wicker- 
sham commission, but the inquiry 
had not taken that aspect. In offer- 
ing the remedies proposed, that is, 
the transfer of enforcement to the 
Department of Justice and trials be- 
fore United States commissioners, 
Senator Wagner said, the commission 
was on the wrong track. 

Recalls President’s Words. 


He referred to utterances by Presi- 
dent Hoover, which, he declared, 
showed that the administration 
shrank from centring the inquiry on 
abuses under prohibition, and di- 
verted it into a general law enforce- 
ment inquiry, without intending to | 
offer suggestions as to the suitability | 
of the dry act. 

He recalled President 
speech of acceptance, 
hibition was termed a noble experi- 
ment, and the following statement 
was made: 

“Grave abuses have occurred— 
abuses which must be remedied. An 
organized, searching investigation of 
fact and causes can alone determine 
the wise methods of correcting 
them.”’ 

Senator Wagner said that in Mr. 
Hoover’s later speeches the problem | 
of the abuses of prohibition shrank in | 
the President’s estimation, while, in 
his inaugural address, the investiga- 
tion of prohibition ‘‘was diluted into 
an inquiry into the whole structure of 
jurisprudence, and finally the Presi- 
dent, in addressing the commission 
on its organization, did not mention | 
prohibition.”’ 

Senator Wagner supported his| 
argument against the constitution- 
ality of the commission’s proposal 
by quoting court decisions. He 
thought it was contrary to the spirit 
of law for United States commis- 
sioners, who are required to have few | 
legal qualifications, to perform duties 
that the Constitution entrusts to a 
judge and jury. 

Withdraws Inquiry Resolution. 

While insisting that the commission 
should go deeply into the abuses of 
the Volstead law and decide as to} 
the causes of abuses and offer reme- | 
dies, Senator Wagner said that he| 
would withdraw his resolution, pend- | 
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in which pro-| mew trial and collapsed. 


Gets Five Years for Trying 
To Steal Gallon of Wine 


Wine is contraband under the 
Volstead law, but. when one man 
tries’ to steal some from another 
he is just as guilty of attempted 
robbery as if he had tried to steal 
diamonds. This, in effect, was 
Judge Rosalsky’s ruling yesterday 
in General Sessions when he sen- 
tenced Thomas Kennedy, an ex- 
convict, to five years in Sing Sing 
prison. 

It was only one gallon of wine 
that Kennedy wanted when he en- 
tered D. Belladai’s flat at 885 
Second Avenue on Nov. 3, and 
Belladai, uneasy because two sharp 
points stuck out of the pockets 
where Kennedy held his hands, 
hastily started for his store as if 
to satisfy the demand, he testified 
yesterday. 

‘“‘When I gat to the store I told 
one of my men in English, ‘Get 
this man a gallon of wine, quick!’ 
but I added in Italian, ‘Get me a 
cop instead; this fellow is pointing 
two guns at me.’’’ Kennedy grim- 
aced; this reason for his arrest 
was news to him.

8S. Levine imposed the sentence, re- 
ported to be the first meted out to 
&@ woman in the State since the 
crime-curbing statutes were enacted. 

The defendant had previously been 
convicted of shoplifting. While await- 
ing her fate in the court room the 
attorney who had represented her in 
October when she and a companion! 
were arrested as shoplifters came of- 
ficially under fire. A summons was 
issued against the lawyer, Edward I. 
Garvar of Brooklyn, charging an at- 
tempt to bribe a witness in the case. 
Mrs. St. Clair had sworn that Garvar 
took $50) from her to fix the com- 
plainant, Howard Moyer, who also 
charged that Garvar had made the 
attempt. Garvar denounced the 
charge yesterday as a “‘lie.’’

Short-term financing, practically 
the pay-as-you-go policy applied in 
the construction of, the city-owned 
transit lines, is making rap?d prog- 
ress, it is said, and promises to re- 
duce carrying charges enough to 
make operation of the proposed uni- 
fied transit system possible at a 
five-cent fare without a deficit.

The report was prepared to silence 
inquiries concerning the city’s fiscal 
condition provoked by the recent 
difficulties of Chicago, Berlin and 
other cities. 

In his report, Controller Berry de-!

Municipal Reforms Urged. 

The municipal program recommend- 
ed by the committee included reor- 
ganization of the Municipal Govern- 
|ment by abolishing overlapping, obso- 
|lete and unrécessary offices and de- 
partments, an honest city budget with 
prohibition by law of additions be- 
tween budget periods, legal provision 
for automatic increases for municipal 
employes based on record and length 
of service, enforced publication of tax 
agsessment lists, no further exemp- 
tions to the city’s debt limit and grad- 
ual reduction of the city’s debt. 

The report also contained recom- 
mendations on welfare, transit, traf- 
fic, airports and aviation, markets 
and city planning, and urged legisla- 
tion to compel publication of com- 
plete information on all city con- 
tracts exempted from public letting 
by the Board of Alderman. The com- 
mittee added that it would make spe- 
cial supplementary reports on pro- 
hibition and crime.

is as follows: 


At the opening of the conference 
the United States delegation made 
no statement of its position or the 
needs of its country beyond the 
historical fact of the agreement in 
principle for peor between Great 
Britain and the United States. We 
are now in a position where we 
can go further. Following dis- 
cussions among ourselves and 
negotiations with the British and 
Japanese which have clarified the 
limits of possible agreement, our 
delegation has made suggestions 
as follows: 

First, with Great Britain immedi- 
ate parity in every class of shi 
in the navy. The gross tonnage 
these two fleets is substantially 
1,200,000 tons apiece. The negotia- 
tions last Summer between Pres- 
ident Hoover and Prime Minister 
MacDonald practically reduced the 
discussions of parity between them 
to the comparatively insignificant 
difference in their respective 
cruiser class tonnage of 24,000 tons. 
We propose to settle this difference 
as follows: 

Under our suggestion the actual 
tonnage difference between the 
two cruiser fleets will be only 12,- 
000 tons. Of the larger cruisers 
armed with 8-inch guns Great 
Britain will have fifteen and the 
United States eighteen, an advan- 
tage to the latter of 30,000 tons. 

Of ‘the smaller cruisers armed 
with 6-inch guns Great Britain 
will have an advantage of 42,000 
tons, but beyond this, in order to 
insure exact equality of | oppor- 
tunity, the United States makes 
the suggestion that each country 
will have the option of duplicating 
exactly the cruiser fleet of the 
other. Thus Great Britain would 
have the option, by reducing its 
number of small cruisers, to in- 
crease its large cruisers from

In battleships we suggest by re- 
duction in number on both sides 
to equaHze our two fleets in 1931 
instead of in 1942, -At present 
the British battleship fleet con- 
tains two more vessels than ours. 
In destroyers and aircraft carriers 
we suggest equality in tonnage, 
and in submarines the lowest ton- 
nage possible. 

As is well known, we will gladly 
agree to a total abolition of sub- 
marines if it is possible to obtain 
the consent of all five powers to 
such a proposition, and in any 
event we suggest that the opera- 
tions of submarines be limited to 
the same rules of international 
law as surface craft in operation 
against merchant ships, so that 
they cannot attack without pro- 
viding for the safety of the pas- 
sengers and crew. 

Second, our suggestion to the 
Japanese would produce an over- 
all relation satisfactory to us and, 
we hope, to them. In conformity 
with our relations in the past it 
is not based upon the same ratio 
in every class of ships. 

We have not made proposals to 
the French and Italians, whose 
problems are not so directly related 
to ours that we feel it appropriate 
at this time to make suggestions 
to them. A settlement of the 
Italian and French problem is es- 
sential, of course, to the agreement 
contemplated. 

The United States delegates do 
not feel at liberty to discuss ‘any 
further details in figures, and it is 
obvious that the announcement of 
hypothetical figures by others is 
calculated. only to provoke argu- 
ment. 

Our delegation is in agreement 
on every item of our program, and 
we are in the most hopeful spirit 
that in cooperation with the other 
delegations the primary purposes 
of the conference, namely, the ter- 
mination and prevention of compe- 
tition in naval armament. and 
such reductions as are found con- 
sistent with national security, 
May be accomplished. 

This is all that we deem it help- 
ful to state until our suggestions 
have been conftsidered by the dele- 
~ to whom they have. been 
sent,

AIRLINE TO PANAMA 
ENDS ITS FIRST YEAR | 


Planes Have Flown More Than | 
500,000 Miles Without Any | 
Accidents. 


MAIL ON SCHEDULE Me | 


All Machines Equipped With Radio 
and Keep in Constant Touch 
With Ground Stations.

BALBOA, Feb. 6.—The first air 


mail between the United States and 
Panama was on time a year ago to-| 
day when Colonel Charles A. Lind-| 
bergh landed the ploneer mail plane | 
of the Pan-American Airways, Inc., | 
at France Field almost to the second. | 
When Pilot Rod Sullivan landed the | 
regular mail plane here today, the| 
157th round trip between Cristobal | 
and Miami was completed. | 

During the first year, mail has | 
arrived on schedule time, with a few | 
rare exceptions, and the planes have | 
flown more than 500,000 miles in all | 
kinds of weather and without a/| 
single accident. The fact that all | 
the planes are equipped with radio 
and that constant communication 
with the ground stations is possible 
has added security to the flights. 

Every fifteen minutes an ‘‘okay”’ 
message is sent from the planes in 
flight and a report on position is sent 
every half hour. The ground sta- 
tions keep the planes informed as to 
weather conditions. 

The line was extended south to 
Curacao, via Colombia, on June 21, 
1929, and so far 69,524 miles have 
been flown on that route. 

Because the noise of the motors 
and propellers frightens birds and 
other animals, pilots have been re- 
quested to refrain from flying low 
over the island biological station and 
institute for tropical research in 
Gatun Lake.

SYNTHETIC OIL MADE 


‘FROM COKE IN GERMANY 


Tests Now Being Made to Find 
Oat if Process Is Practical 
on Large Scale. 


Wireless to Tot New York Tres. 

BOCHUM, Germany, Feb. 6.—Im- 
portant tests are being made at the 
nitrogen plant of the Ruhr Chemical 
Company at Holten to produce syn- 
thetic fuel from coke after a process 
called ‘‘benzol synthesis’ by Ge- 
heimrat Fischer of the Coal Re- 


search Institute at Muelheim in the 
Ruhr. 

The tests, which are being made 
on a large scale to determine the 
practicalness of the process, are of 
the greatest importance for the 
scientific as well as the industrial 
world. Herr Fischer’s process dif- 
fers from those employed by the dye 
trust and Dr. Bergius in that only 
ordinary pressure and medium tem- 
perature are applied. 

The basic materials used for the 
experiments are soluble glass, fur- 
nace gas, generator gas, smeltin 
work gas and mixtures of carburete 
hydrogen and furnace gas. All the 
products of the oll industry, from 
benzine to solid paraffin, are extract- 
ed directly in pure conditions. Five 
tons of coke are needed to extract 
one long ton of benzine.

Lignieres, Bacteriologist, Says 
It Associates Itself With 
Microbe in Sick Parrots. 


| ENDEAVORING TO ISOLATE IT | 


| Declares in Argentina That Disease 
Is Not Epidemic Which Need 
Cause Widespread Alarm,

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 6.—Dr. Jo- 
seph Ligniéres, the noted French bac- 
teriologist who was associated with 
Dr. Nocard in isolating the Nocard 
microbe which produces psittacosis 
in parrots, told your correspondent 
today that a long study had con- 
vinced him that the kindred disease 
| in humans was caused by an uniden- 
tified microbe which associated itself 
| with the Nocard microbe from sick 
| parrots. 
Despite the fact that 34 per cent 
|of the psittacosis cases in human 
| beings are fatal, Dr. Ligniéres says, 
| parrot fever is not an epidemic which 
|need cause widespread -alarm, and 
its high death rate is due to its vio- 


lent form rather than to widespread 
contagion. He declares several vac- 
cines have been perfected for treat- 
|ment of it in birds at the Israelite 
| Hospital here, which has just brewed 
|}a pure culture of Nocard microbes 
|from parrots inoculated with psit- 
tacosis from human beings who were 
|recently ill of parrot disease here. 
Dr, Ligniéres has made an exten- 
sive study in Argentina of the Sal-

the unidentified microbe associated 
|} with the Nocard germ is producing 
parrot fever in humans. 


The doctor thinks this unidentified 
germ is of the filtering type similar 
to that discovered by Salmon and 
Smith to be associated with the Sal- 
monella microbes in hog cholera in 
the United States. Although this ex- 
tremely tiny microbe is always found 
in the blood of hog cholera victims, 
it has not yet been possible to cul- 
tivate it. 

Dr. Ligniéres is trying to isolate 
and cultivate this unidentified asso- 
|}ciated germ. He says there are mi- 
;crobes similar to the Nocard which 
cause similar illness in practically 
every type of animal], and the only 

|}reason the parrot figures so largely 
| in spreading fever among humans is 
| that it occupies a place in the home 
in closer contact to human beings 
than other animals. 

According to Dr. Ligniéres, humans 
usually catch psittacosis because 
they kiss parrots’ beaks or caress 
|their wings. He says that when the 
| birds show the slightest symptoms of 
illness they should not be handled 


and their cages should always be | 


exceptionally clean. Psittacosis and 
similar fevers are extremely violent 
in rabbits, pigeons, guinea pigs and 


chickens, and once humans are at-! 


tacked parrot fever is one of the 
|deadliest diseases, but fortunately,

Dr, Ligniéres expressed the hope 
that he will soon be able to isolate 
the unknown associated microbe he 
is seeking, and also is optimistic that 
he will be able to produce vaccines 
for humans once the microbe has 
been isolated.

American Company's Contract 
Is Repudiated, but Concern 
Is Not Told of Action. 


MAKES APPEAL TO JOHNSON 


Our Envoy Is Asked to Confirm 
Nationalist Move, Laid to Power 
of Postal Employes.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 6.—The Naftking 
Government’s decision canceling its 
contract with China Airways Fed- 
eral, Inc., an American. company 
and a subsidiary of Intercontinent 
Aviation, Inc., operating a.passenger 
and mail service between Shanghai, 
Nanking and Hankow, has come ‘un- 
announced to officials of the com- 


pany here. They declare the action 
is inexplicable and charge the gov- 
ernment with a breach of contract 
which is likely to cost the company 
considerable. 

Following Nanking’s decision, an- 
nounced in the newspapers today, 
the Shanghai office of the airways 
radioed American Minister Johnson, 
who is a.passenger aboard the 
steamer Hoten Maru, traveling from 
this city to Tsingtao en route ta 
Peking, requesting: him to ‘obtain 
confirmation of the order because 
the company has not been officially 
informed. Ernest B. Price, president 
of the company, today declared the 
company had aljready spent $500,000 
in gold on the service but that the 
loss was likely to be greater than 
that. 

The contract was signed by Sun 
Fo, Nanking’s Minister of Railways, 
on April 17, and the air operations 
began six months later. During that 
period the government had had suf- 
ficient time to protest, but no pro- 
test or expression of dissatisfaction 
had ever been received, although the 
terms of the contract were widely 
published, Mr. Price said. 

He added that the Chinese had 
given little cooperation and that,the 
servic, had grown increasingly diffi- 
cult, as obstacles had been created 
regarding landing fields and anchor-

' Reviews Budgetary Funds. 


The report shows that the annual 
budget of 1926 was $437,000,000; for 
1927, $474,893,000; for 1928, $512,528,- 
831, and for 1929, $538,928,697. To meet 
these amounts the general fund for 
the reduction of taxation was esti- 
mated and appropriated at $80,711,- 
800 in 1926; ,910,238 for 1927; $83,- 
507,676 for 1928, and $94,575,384 for 
1929, and all of these estimates were 
realized by actual collections of gen- 
eral revenues, leaving the city, as it 
should, with an unreserved, unappro- 
priated balance at the close of busi- 
ness on Dec. 31, 1929, of general 
revenues, other than taxes and as- 
sessments. 

The report shows also that the 
annual tax levy had risen from $356,- 
288,199 in 1926 to $444,353,313 in 
1929. The per centum of collections 
of the 1929 tax levy up to Dec. 31, 
1929, was not quite on a par -with 
the per eentum of the 1926 taxes col- 
lected up ‘to the close of that year. 
The collections from the 1929 per- 
sonal tax levy had fallen as at Dec. 
31, 1929, to 22 per cent of that year’s 
levy, as compared with 35 per ‘cent 
of the 4926 personal tax levy as at 
the close of that year. 

The basic tax rate was 2.68 in 
1926 and 1927; in 1928, 2,66, and in 
1929 it had fadllén to 2.55, with every 
appropriation within the budget 
fully provided for. 


“It is the inabality to redeem bor- 
|rowings due to shrinkage in tax col- 
lections which brings financial em- 
barrassment upon municipalities,’”’ 
Mr. Berry said. ‘‘The city of New 
| York has never, even for a day, been 
required to ask any grace for the 
payment of the principal or interest 
on any of its debt. It has always had 
a balanced budget by the amount of 
the tax.levy and the general fund 
|revenue estimated and reserved for 
| the reduction of taxation, both of 
which sources of revenue have al- 
ways been realized.’’ 

According to the report, the city 
has provided for the amount of tax 
discounts and actual cancellations 
aggregating $64,041,735, and in addi- 
tion thereto has--provided for $72,- 
100,000 of taxes “‘deemed to be un- 
collectable,” but which have not yet 
actually been written off the rolls, 
but from which in all probability lit- 
tle or nothing will ever be realized. 

On this point. Mr. Berry said: 

“To accomplish this and thereby 
keep the city’s financial condition 
absolutely rock-grounded, there has 
been $35,845,615.34 obtained from the 
savings or unexpended balances of 
appropriations in the tax budgets of 
1917 tom1928, inclusive, and there was 
$9,251,587 gained through the simple 
procedure whereby this city’s tax 
rates are made on the basis of even 
dollars and cents of each $100 of as- 
sessed valuations. (To illustrate, a 
tax rate of 2.54119 hecomes a tax rate 
of 2.55 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion.).

It is collecting its 
taxes, and the estimates of its gen- 
eral fund revenues are always re- 
alized by the actual gash collections 
therefrom. Its sinking funds are not 
only adequate to meet all recurring 
obligations but have a surplus of 
many millions over and above the 
amortization reserves required. Its 
system of city-wide and borough as- 
sessments collectable with the taxes 
to cover the costs of local improve- 
ments is fair, equitable, simple and 
direct, and has proved to be an emi- 
ently successful way of raising the 
illions of money which the “y 
has necessarily expended for suc 
purposes. The basic tax rates, that 
is, the tax rates to meet the annual 
budget appropriations, debt service, | 
&c., have fallen during the past eight 
years from $2.74 on each $100 of as- 
sessed valuation in 1922 to $2.55 in 
1929.

last general election. 

The Controller’s action was the re- 


sult of m informal conferences 
with his colleagues of the Board of 
Estimate and with Commissioners 
Whalen and Dorman of the Police 
and Fire Departments. The conclu- 
sion had been reached that an ap- 
plication to the Legislature was the 
safest solution of the dilemma in 
which the City Administration finds 
itself. The necessity for a readjust- 
ment of salary schedules, they say, 
is illustrated by the fact that at 
present first-grade men are receiv- 
ing as high or higher pay than some 
of their superior officers. 

Controller Berry reiterated his 
earlier statement that the city has 
ample funds to meet these demands. 

“The city,’’ he said, “has loads of 
money, but unfortunately its use is 
restricted to the various funds for 
which it has been srocepesetes: 
Even in departments where there is 
a surplus, it cannot be reappropri- 
ated to meet pay increases in the 
Police and Fire Departments.” 


OLEOMARGARINE LAW 
EXTENDED BY HOUSE 


750,000,000 Pounds of Cooking 
Compound Added to Category 
Subject to 10-Cent Tax. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The House 
voted today to extend the oleomar- 
garine law to place an annual output 
of about 7,500,000 pounds of cooking 
compounds tnder its provision for a 
10-cent-a-pound tax. 

The measure, urged by Representa- 
tives from the dairy sections of the 
West and South and opposed by mem- 
bers from the cotton sections of the 
South and from the larger industrial 
centres, was carried by a vote of 245 
to 74 after four days of debate. 

The opponents succeeded only in 
writing in one amendment, proposed

land, to sty the operation of the 
bill for six months after its enact- 


ment. 

“This will give us time to clean 
up,’’ Mr, Linthicum said. 

The amendment will give producers 
of the products which fall under the 
new extension time to adjust their 
manufactures and probably to test 
the law out in the courts.

AUBURN, N. Y., Feb. 6.—Mayor | 
Charles D. Osborne and Lithgow Os- | 
borne, sons of Thomas Mott Osborne, 
attacked today the statement of Dr. 
F. C. Kieb, State Commissioner of 
Corrections, alleging that ‘‘Osborne 
influence’’ and the Mutual Welfare 
League were responsible in a way for 
the Auburn prison riots. They issued 
this statement: 

“It is perhaps natural that Dr. 
Kieb should seek to excuse himself 
for the terrible record of the correc- 
tions department during his term as 
commissioner; but he might have hit 
upon alibis which held water a little 
better. 

“As far as so-called ‘‘Osborne in- 
fluence’ and the Mutual Welfare 
League being responsible in any way 
tor the riots, the charge is cowardly ; 
it is also patently silly. 

“It should not be forgotten that for 
ten years before Dr. Kieb emerged 
from comparative obscurity the Mu- 
tual Welfare League was functioning 
far more completely and the ‘Osborne 
interest’ was far greater in Auburn 
Prison than during these later years.

Rise in Alcohol Deaths Noted. 


Perhaps the most serious evil 
which held the attention of the 


temperance reflected in the reports 
of a sixfold multiplication over 
1920 of the number of persons 
dying from alcoholism; reflected in 
the rising curve of arrests for 
drunkenness, which, according to 


the enforcement commission, 
amounted to 80,000 in a single 
year; reflected in the reports of 
the increase in the production of 
corn sugar from 157,000,000 pounds 
in 1919 to 904,000,000 in 1927; re- 
flected in the reports of the in- 
crease in the production of grapes 
from 3,962,000,000 pounds in 1922 to 
5,342,000,000 pounds in 1928. We 
were concerned with the obvious 
failure of this law to find a place 
in the popular conscience. 

These were some of the abuses 
that we thought the President 
would have his commission investi- 
gate. Instead—I hesitate to say it— 
the mountains have labored and 
brought forth a mouse, and a tiny 
one at that. The grave abuses 
which the commission has inves- 
tigated and discovered are that 


there is some lost motion in having |

to look up a legal point quickly 
“in the crisis of action’’ because 
the laws relating to prohibition are 
spread over many statutes, and 
that there is congestion in the 
courts. 


Plan for Trial Without Jury. 

I pass over the rather unimpor- 
tant proposals relative to depart- 
mental organization and codifica- 


| tion, and I address myself to the 


principal suggestion. 


The major proposal of the com- | 


mission is concerned with the trial 
of persons accused of violating the 
prohibition laws. 
volved in its plan are the 
ing: 


First—Certain offenses against 


the prohibition law are defined as | 


casual or slight. 

Second—In these offenses the 
district attorney may dispense with 
the grand jury and proceed against 
the alleged defender by informa- 
tion or complaint. 


Third—When the district attorney 


proceeds by information or com- 
plaint, the trial of the accused is 
to be had before a United States 


| commissioner and the penalty is 
limited to six months in jail with- | 
| out hard labor, or a fine of $500, 


or both. 


Fourth—The trial is to be without | 
| @ jury. | 


Fifth—If the accused is found 


| guilty by the commissioner he may 


then demand trial by jury in a dis- 
trict court. 

Sixth—If he makes such a de- 
mand, the district attorney may 
proceed to have him accused by the 
grand jury of a felony. 

This plan, Mr. President, will 
bear analysis, and the key to that 
analysis lies in a simple question: 
Who decides whether the offense 
committed is a felony or onl 
petty misdemeanor? The law does 
not define it. The proposed defi- 
nition does not settle it. The dis- 
trict attorney alone decides that 
a. He determines whether 
the five year Or the six month pen- 
alty shall appiy. His decision is 
made after the offense has been 
committed. 
made it is a felony. 


“New Idea in Jurisprudence.”’ 

It is a felony for purposes of Sec- 
tion 146° of the Criminal Code, 
which makes one who does not dis- 
close to the authorities knowledge 
of the commission of a felony pun- 
ishable by imprisonment for three 


| years or a fine of $500, or both. 


It presumably is a felony for pur- 
poses of Section 332 of the Crimi- 
nal Code, which punishes as a fel- 
ony one who counsels or induces 
the commission of a felony. When, 
if ever, is it stripped of its feloni- 
ous character? When does it be- 
come a petty offense? When the 
district attorney so decides. This 
is the only meaning that can be de- 
rived from th language of the pro- 
posal which since has been incor- 
porated in House Bill 8913. It 
reads: 

In case of actual or slight viola-

‘‘Here, then, is a new idea in 
criminal jurisprudence. Away with 
the old-fashioned concept’ that 
crimes should be precisely defined 
If you enact this pro- 
posal into ‘law you erect a new 
class of crimes undefined, incho- 
ate, of uncertain gravity, of un- 
known penalty until such good 
time in each individual case as the 
district attorney decides. 

Suppose now that the District 
Attorney has made his decision, 
has dispensed with the grand jury, 


The steps in- |

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and by that act turned the offense 
into a petty one; is he bound by 
his decision? He is not. - Should 
the accused after conviction by the 
commissioner demand a trial by 
jury the District Attorney may 
change his mind about the petti- 
ness of the offense and proceed to 
have him indicted by the grand 
jury for a felony. 

Again what is it which trans- 
mutes this ae offense into a fel- 
ony? Nothing but the will or whim 
of the District Attorney. This is 
not justice in a government of 
laws; this is government by men 
in the most objectionable sense of 
the term. 


Sees Threat Against Accused. 


The purpose of this power in the 
hands of the District Attorney is, 
of course, very transparent. Its 
purpose is to club the accused into 
acquiescence in the denial of a 
jury. But what a. lovely transac- 
tion this is for the United States. 

This brings us to the question of 


the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed trial without jury. The re- 
port of the commission teems with 
their citation of authorities in su 
port of the proposition that petty 
offenses may bé punished without 
the intervention of a grand jury 
and without the verdict of a petit 
jury. But where, Mr. President, 
is the authority where the prece- 
dent for the novel doctrine that 
the same offenses may be both 
petty and grave, at once misde- 
meanor and felony, and that such 
crimes may be punished without 
trial by jury? 

The commission proceeds upon 
the theory that there is a mechani- 
cal yardstick which measures the 
gravity of an offense for purposes 
of the constitutional requirement 
of jury trial. It finds that meas- 
ure in the penalty imposed. But 
this view is not supported by the 
judicial decision. 

“Moral blameworthiness” is a 
part of the measure, says the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in the case 
of Coates v. United States (290 
Fed., 134). ‘‘Moral delinquency” 
is one of the elements of the yard- 
stick, according to the United 
States Supreme Court in Schick v. 
United States (195 U. S., 65). In 
the learned article by Professor 
Frankfurter and Mr. Corcoran, 
eS in the Thirty-ninth Hard 

aw Review, the following conclu- 
sion is reached on this point with 
respect to the practice at the time 
the Constitution was adopted: 

“Broadly speaking, actions were 
dealt with summarily which did 
not offend too deeply the moral 
purposes of the community, which 
were not too close to society’s 
danger and were stigmatized by 
punishment relatively light.” 


Extent of Penalty. 


The extent of the penalty is the 
third and last element in the de- 
termination whether the offense 
charged is petty or grave. Even 


the very offenses defined as casual 
or slight by the commission may 
be punished by five years’ impris- 
onment and $10,000 fine if the Dis- 
trict Attorney so chooses. Is such 
punishment relatively light? And, 
what is more important, will those 
Senators whose position on prohi- 
bition is such at they are in- 
clined to vote in favor of these 








a | 


Until that decision is | 


proposals admit that a violation of 
the prohibition law does not ‘‘of- 
fend the moral purposes of the 
community’? Will they approve 
the view that'such violation is not 
“close to society’s danger’'’? That 
it is not ‘‘blameworthy’’? Upon 
no other theory can they even par- 
tially avoid the fatal constitutional 
defects of this legislation. 

These are by no means the only 
constitutional obstacles to the pro- 
gram of the commission. Let us 
examine the proposal that the trial 
be had before a United States Com- 
missioner. The law enforcement 
commission is, of course, full 
aware of the constitutional provi- 
sion which reads: 

“The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested in one Su- 
preme Court and such inferior 
courts as the Congress may from 
time to time ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the Supreme 
and inferior courts shall hold their 
offices during good behavior and 
shall at stated times receive for 
their ° service is a compensation, 

The commissioner’s court has 
| never been ordained or established 

by Congress. Commissioners do 





not hold office during good be- 
havior. How then can they exer- 
cise judicial power? 

“It is important,”’ says the Wick- 
ersham report, ‘‘as shown by Cal- 
lan v. ilson, that the United 
States Commissioner should not 
| hold a separate court." 


“A Legal Fiction.” 


If he is regarded as holding a 
separate court, then the whole pro- 
cedure is unconstitutional. In ef- 
fect the Law Enforcement Com- 
mission says we can surmount this 


constitutional obstacle by indulging 
in a legal fiction. Let us pretend, 

| Says the commission, that the trial 
is in the district court, that the 
power is vested in the district 
court, that it is only being exer- 
cised by the commissioner for the 
district court. 

What is the fact under the plan 
as proposed? The accused pleads 
before the commissioner. Fre is 
tried before the commissioner. The 
testimony is taken by the commis- 


sioner. He is the judge of the 
veracity of the witnesses. The ac- 
cused is on oe or not guilty 
by the commissioner. 

Yet, the Wickersham report would 
have us believe that this trial is in 
the District Court. Why, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the draft of the bill pro- 
posed by the commission there is 
nothing to indicate that the ac- 
cused will ever even see a district 
— or a Federal court. The 
anguage is: ‘‘A judge of the court, 
on examination of the report and 
finding, may render judgment of 
conviction or acquittal, as the case 
may be, and in case of conviction 
impose sentence.” 


Points to Callan Decision. 


In the Callan case it was held 
that where the accused was entitled 
to a jury trial “‘he has a right to 
enjoy that mode of trial from the 
first moment, and in whatever 
court he is put on trial for the 
offense charged. In such cases a 
judgment of conviction not based 
on the verdict of a jury is void. 
To accord to the accused a right 


to be tried by jury in an appellate 
court, after he has been once fully 
tried otherwise than by a jury in a 
court of criminal jurisdiction and 
sentenced to pay a fine or to be 
imprisoned for not paying it, does 
not satisfy the requirements of the 
Constitution.’’ 

The — plan is sharpl 
conflict with the spirit of this 
sion. 

If we accept the proposition of 
the commission that e United 
States commissioner is not a judge 
and that his tribunal is not a court, 
then we find ourselves in a strange 
situation where a citizen of e 
United States is deprived of his 
liberty and his were by a pro- 
ceeding not conducted by a court, 
before an officer who is not a 
judge, and without the benefit of 
jury. Have we not wandered rather 
far from the constitutional concept 
of ‘‘due process of law’’? 

So far little or nothing has been 
said concerning their commission- 
ers, who may have it in their 
power, if this legislation passes, to 
send 80,000 persons a year to jail. 
What manner of men are they? 
What are their qualifications to ex- 
ercise this tremendous power over 
the liberties of our citizens? In 
the old Revised Statutes before 
the District Courts were organized, 
there was a provision, Section 627, 
whereby each Circuit Court could 
appoint ‘‘so many discreet per- 
sons” as it deemed necessary to be 
commissioners. 

In the present-day code the word 
“discreet” has been omitted—page 
919, United States Code, Section 
526, Also certain persons have 
been disqualified from holding the 
office. For instance, under Sec- 
tion 527 of Title 28 of the United 
States code no ‘janitor of any 
government building’’ may be a 
United States commissioner. These 
are practically all the qualifica- 
tions of a commissioner. Under 
the proposed bill he will receive $1 
for every plea of ‘‘guilty’’ reported 
and $5 for every plea of ‘‘not 
guilty’’ reported. That is com- 
mentary enough. 


Pleads for Judge and Jury. 
And now let us return to the 
question of trial by jury. Mr. Pres- 
ident, if there were no Constitu- 
tion guaranteeing every American 
certain liberties, including the trial 


by jury, if the right to trial by 
judge and jury were not a univer- 
sal American right but a rare priv- 
ilege, I would nevertheless main- 
tain that that mode of trial and 
no other mode of trial be used in 
— enforcement of the prohibition 
aw. 

The reasons must be obvious: 
because it is a law concerning 
which opinions differ, because it is 
a law the violation of which is dif- 
ferently regarded in our widely 
scattered communities, because 
concededly the law has not cap- 
tured the universal allegiance of 
the law-abiding citizens. Because 
of these reasons, the py and judge 
should be interposed between the 
accused offender and the loss of 
his liberty. After all, economy and 
efficiency in sending people to jail 
are not the only objectives of dem- 
ocratic government. The very 
same reasons which prompted our 
ancestors to assert and reassert 
their right to trial by jury at every 
critical period in the history of 
their government are today equally 
cogent and equally compelling that 
the trial by jury shall not be de- 
nied in the enforcement of prohi- 
bition. 

“An Inalienable Right.”’ 


But this is neither a new right 
nor a novel privilege. it is an an- 
cient and inalienable right, stub- 
bornly fought for and acquired, 


ealously maintained and guarded,

Particularly we want the 
commission to report upon the 
suitability of existing. prohibition 
laws for the promotion of tem- 

rance and advisability of amend- 
ng the prohibition laws to the end 
that we may have greater voluntary 
observance of the law and be 
Soe the necessity of denying to 
those accused of violating it the 
due process of law guaranteed by 
the nstitution. 


Calls for Separate Treatment. 


Such an inquiry, Mr. President, | 
presupposes the premise that the 
investigators’ realize that the pro- 
hibition law is in a class by itself. 
We must, if we are to treat this 
problem realistically, recognize the 


difference between laws Which are 
universally approved, except by the 
criminal fringe of society, and 
laws which are violated and dis- 
regarded by large numbers of 
ohowlae law-abiding citizens with- 
out any compunctions of con- 
science. 

If I may take the liberty, I 
should like to repea* what I said 
in a commencement address last 
year when the commission was 
first organized: 

In actual practice the law is not 
a series of precise commandments, | 
but a living tissue of uncertain | 
content which changes from day 
to day. It may be well enough to 
advise officials that they must not 
elect what laws they will enforce 
and what laws they will overlook, 
but must recognize that it is not 
the officials alone who make these 
decisions. 

When a law dies before it is re- 
poss its death sentence is signed 

y the whole community. Prosecut- 
ing officials, juries, judges are all 
human —. influenced by the 
attitude of the people in whose 
midst they live. If the violation of 
the law fails to evoke public dis- 
approval, there is hesitation on the 
_ of the grand jury to indict, 

esitation on the part of the petit 
jury to convict, hesitation on the 
part of the judge to punish. When 
such becomes the state of affairs 
it is not very long before the law 
is a dead letter, because it had to 
correspond with the conscience of 
the people it was intended to gov- 
ern. 


Expresses Hope for Solution. 


So far the commission has appar- 
ently attempted to cure the dif- 
ficulties of prohibition not by look- 
ing to the law itself but by elimi- 
nating, so far as possible, the hu- 
man agencies necessary in the en- 
forcement of the law. With all due 
respect, Mr. President, I say the 
.commission is on the wrong track. 

The report that has thus far been 
submitted has been exceedingly dis- 
appointing, but as an incorrigible 
optimist I am still hopeful. I can- 
not bring myself to believe that 
the men and women who constitute 
that commission will be satisfied 
merely with tinkering with the en- 
forcement machinery. Once they 
decide to contribute something of 
substance to the solution of this 

roblem and discharge the obliga- 
ion they publicly undertook, they 
cannot proceed without answering 
the questions set forth in the res- 
olution. I shall, therefore, with- 
draw it and trust in the good faith 
of the commission that its terms | 
will be carried out. 

Mr. President, the solution of 
this problem of government will 
not come from those who are 
bigoted in their obstinancy. It will | 
not be contributed by those who | 
regard the days before prohibition 
as the ideal to which we should 
return. A new liberalism must be 
formulated and fostered by those 
who, acknowledging the evils of 
the old system, refuse to go back, 
and recognizing the evils of the 
present system insist on going for- 


ward.

It is time now in a penitent 
mood to recall some of the pas- 
sages of those great opinions to 
the present administration, which 
is apparently impatient with dem- 
ocratic forms, which places speed 
ahead of justice, whether it be in 
taxing the people through a flex- 
ible tariff or in punishing them for 
alleged offenses. 

In the great case of Ex parte 
Milligan (4 wall, 2, 123) the United 
States Supreme Court said: 

“Until recently no one ever 
doubted that the right of trial by 
ey was fortified in the organic 
aw against the power of attack. 
It is now assailed; but if ideas 
can be expressed in words and 
language has any meaning, this 
right—one of the most valuable in 
a free country—is preserved to 
every one accused of crime who is 
not attached to the army or navy 
or militia in actual service. 

“This privilege is a vital princi- 
le underlying the whole adminis- 
ration of criminal justice; it is 
not held by sufferance and cannot 
be frittered away on any plea of 
State or political necessity.”’ 

Yet this report would have us 
fritter it away use of an 
alleged congestion in the courts. 

The jury mirrors the conscience 
of the community where the 
accused resides, and it is in the 
light of that conscience and meas- 
ured by the moral standards thus 
erected that alone one may be 
judged in a democracy. And surely 
so in a Federal democracy. 

The ~~ was of sufficient impor- 
tance @ mentioned in the Dec- 
laration of Independence. The jury 
was of sufficient significance to be 
embodied in the original Constitu- 
tion. The jury meant enough to 
the founders of this government to 
have the right thereto reasserted 
in a bill of rights. Our prede- 
cessors had the courage to nurse 
it and nurture it through every 
national emergency. Are we now 
that we have grown rich and pow- 
erful, going to surrender that 
precious heritage? 

I declare, Mr. President, that the 
right to jury was in the Constitu- 
tion long before prohibition was 
there and I prophesy that it will 
continue there unmodified long 
after present-day prohibition will 
have been changed. 


Lists Objections to Plan. 


To summarize: I have ten spe- 
cific objections to the legislation 
proposed by the Law Enforcement 
Commission: 

First—It sets up a new and un- 


heard-of category of crime which 
is both felony and misdemeanor at 
one and the same time. 

Second—It confers upon a District 
Attorney the power to choose in 
each case after the offense has 
been committed whether to regard 
it as a petty misdemeanor or a 
grave felony. 

Third—It confers upon a District 
Attorney the power in each case 
when a jury is demanded, after 
conviction for a petty misdemeanor, 
to change the nature of the offense 
and to proceed to accuse the pris- 
oner of a felony. 

Fourth—The proposal is constitu- 
tionally defective because there is 
no authority and no precedent for 
the proposition that the jury may 
be denied to one who is accused of 
an offense which may be either a 
felony or a petty misdemeanor, as 
the District Attorney decides. 

Fifth—The violation of the pro- 

hibition law is not a petty offense 
as the term is used in the statutes 
and decisions. It is not true that 
the measure of penalty alone deter- 
mines whether an offense is petty 
or grave. 
Sixth—Trial before a commis- 
sioner is in fact, if not in legal 
fiction, a trial before a separate 
unordained court, in violation of 
Article III of the Constitution and 
in violation of the law as interpreted 
by the United States Supreme 
Court in Callan against Wilson. 

Seventh—If the commissioner's 
court is not a court and the com- 
missioner is not a a" then the 
accused is deprived of his liberty 
by trial without court, judge or 
jury; That is not ‘‘due process of 
aw’? guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion.

MONG those who will mourn the departure of Leo 
Durocher from the American League is Charles 
Arthur Shires, heavyweight extraordinary and 

baseball’s most modest figure. It was the custom for 
loquacious Leo and the Great Shires to exchange 
quips across the diamond at a rapid rate what time 
the Yankees and White Sox were engaged in combat. 

Incidentally, the reason why so little has been heard 
of Shires in the last few days is that he has gone na- 
tive. He is honoring his home town of Italy, Texas, 
with a brief visit before the baseball campaign gets 
under way. Reports from Italy indicate that the re- 
turn of the native was a gala affair. Of course, what 


with rains and heavy thaws, the roads were in ter- 


rible condition, and many distinguished families 
couldn’t get into town to greet the returning hero, 
but several hundred were on hand when the 10:06 
interurban local rumbled into the station. 

The proprietor of the general store and the local 
postmaster, heading the committee of welcome, 
stepped up and were almost crushed by a huge red 
and white trunk that was thrust out of the car. On 
the trunk was painted in big letters: ‘‘The Gregt Art 
Shires, Hot Shot of the White Sox.’’

FALL IN THE BANK RATES. 


Reduction yesterday in the New 
York Reserve Bank's rediscount rate 
from 4% per cent tw 4, following the 
same day’s reduction of the Bank 
of England’s rate from 5 to 4%, 
rounded out and in a way completed 
the picture of world-wide fall in the 
cost of money since last Autumn’s 
breakdown of American speculation. 
The new rates at London and New 
York will nut be described by the 
money markets as_ exceptionally 
low; for the New York bank rate 
went to 314 per cent in 1927 and to 
3 in 1924, while the London rate was 
kept at 3 per cent during nearly 
a year after the middle of 1922.

Greetings to Naval 


Diplomatic representatives of Italy, 
Germany and Great Britain joined 
with former Ambassador James W. 
Gerard in paying tribute to the con- 
tributions to international amity made 
by Alanson B. Houghton last night at 
a dinner of the Steuben Qounty So- 
ciety at the Commodore Hotel, where 
Mr. Houghton was guest of honor. 
Mrs. Houghton was al 
the dinner. 

The dinner was the thirty-fifth an- 
nual one of the society. Louis Wiley, 
the president, was toastmaster. 
Among the speakers who extolled the 


eareer of Mr. Houghton, who has 
served as Ambassador both to Ger- 
many and at the Court of St. James's, 
were Nobile Giacomo de Martino, 
Jtalian Ambassador; Dr. F. W. von 
Prittwitz, German Ambassador; Sir 
Harry Gloster Armstrong, British 
Consul General in New York, and 
Mr. Gerard. 


German Envoy in Tribute. 


“It is because the German people 
have found in our guest of honor of 
tonight a man of true convictions

and sincere spirit of cooperation, a |

diplomat of the modern type,’’ said 
Ambassador von Prittwitz, ‘‘that I 


appear here as a witness to pay him | 


our tribute of gratitude and admira- | 


tion. 

“Although it is but little more than 
ten years since the cannons ceased 
firing, we have almost forgotten the 
conditions which then existed in 
rapidly having taken up the habits 
of our former daily lives. 

“It was at that time that Mr. 
Houghton arrived in Germany as the 
first Ambassador from the United 
States after the war. As Mr. Hough- 
ton stated himself later, the German 
situation in those days appeared to 
him to be gray and sad, as the 
weather was on the day he crossed 
the German border i[n 1922. Infla- 
tion was destroying our currency, 
unemployment and poverty were ever 
increasing, and the outlook for the 
future was dark. 

‘“‘When Mr. Houghton left Berlin for 
London in February, 1925, the hori- 
zon had brightened; a new basis for 
the reparation payments was estab- 
lished by the Dawes plan. German 
currency had been stabilized and the 
German people had started the work 
of reconstruction. 

‘“‘This was no mere coincidence. A 
thorough knowledge of the German 
situation gained by study enabled Mr. 
Houghton, along with others, to pave | 
the way to the meeting of the Dawes 
conference. Connected with the his- 
tory of Germany's reconstruction, his 
name will, therefore, always stand 
foremost in our memory.” 

Hails New Diplomacy. 

The Ambassador asserted that Mr. 
Houghton as American representa- 
tive in Germany had also done much 
to foster German-American amity 
through his efforts to increase per- | 
sonal contacts between the peoples 
of the two countries. He hailed the 
present tendency to substitute 
‘‘multilateral’’ diplomacy as exempli 
fied in the League of Nations, the 
Kellogg Pact and the Pan-American 
movement of the old type of ‘‘bi- 
lateral’’ diplomacy between individ- 
ual nations. 

‘The working of those instruments 
depends ultimately upon initiative 
and the will of those who govern,’’ 
he said. ‘‘In order to attain the com- 
mon goal of peace, justice and inter- 
national progress one thing, there- 
fore, seems essential: that is, a keen 
gense of responsibility. 

“IT suppose that considerations of 
this kind influenced Mr. Houghton's 
proposal to make any decision to go 
to war dependent upon the approval 
of the people. Mr. Houghton’s sug- 
gestion has found world-wide atten- 
tion and assent. Public opinion has 
become more and more a factor of 
world peace.”’ 

Gerard Tells of Difficulties. 

Mr. Gerard sketched conditions in 
Germany when Mr. Houghton went 
there in 1922 as Ambassador and re- 
lated the difficulties the new Ambas- 
gador encountered. 

‘‘An Ambassador's career is always 
difficult,’’ he said. ‘‘One little mis- 
take—even one persistent personal 
enemy, may mean failure, and there 
was no question of the magnitude, 
the importance of the work before 
Ambassador Houghton. 

‘‘Without at any time failing in the 
attention to the affairs of his own 
country, he won the confidence and 
esteem of the rulers and the love of 
the German people. 

“And then—crowning victory of 
tact—he was able in London—in the 
heart of that Britain so lately ar- 
rayed in arms against Germany, to 
repeat his success. An achievement 
unexampled in the history of di- 
Plomacy.”’ 

Sir Harry Armstrong, after assert- 
ing that Mr. Houghton had come to 
London following a long line of dis- 
tinguished Ambassadors, said: 

“Our guest not only lived up fully 
to the traditions of his post but add- 
ed fresh laurels of his own and won 
the hearts of England.’’ He added 
that in his belief Mr. Houghton had 
done much during his service as 
American Ambassador in London to 
make the present disarmament con- 
ference possible. 

Mr. Houghton expressed his grati-| 
tude ‘‘for al] that this evening has| 
meant.’’ He sketched the progress | 
toward peace made since the war, 
saying: ‘‘No nation possesses a mo-| 
nopoly of good-will, no nation occu- 

ies a preferential place in its desire 
or peace. 

“The great masses of plain men 
and women,” he said, ‘‘are not 
dreaming dreams of conquest. They 
are not seeking splendid adventures 
any more than we. Like us, they 
want most of all to be left in peace 
that, freed from the cruel burdens 
and waste of war, they may lift 
themselves and their children to new | 
levels of comfort and of happiness ~ 
That, I believe, is the new spirit | 
which is animating the world to- 
day.”’ 

Has Had Notable Career. 


Mr. Hougtiton is a resident of | 
Corning, N. Y., where his family 
operates the Corning Glass Works.

THE ACTORS NOT TO STRIKE 


Agreement Reached at Quiet Con- | 


ferences After Reports of Pro- 
posed New Move by.Equity.

Revisions in the standard contract 
in vogue in Hollywood studios in- 
tended to remedy alleged objection- 
able working conditions will go 
into effec® immediately as a result 
of a meeting early today which was 
the culmination of a series of quiet 
actor-producer conferences inaugu- 
rated by the actors’ branch of the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Bciences. 

The committee ratified a previous 
agreement of the Hollywood actors 
to refuse ‘‘to support or countenance 
a strike or any radical action by 
any group of actors that might be 
injurious to the motion picture in- 
dustry so long as the letter and the 
spirit of this agreement is observed.’’ 

The principal contract revisions 
adopted provide that: 

When an actor starts work on a 
picture he shall remain on salary 
until the picture is completed. 

No doubles may be used for 
artists, unless to meet require- 
ments of foreign censorship, or to 
perform some act of which the 
artist is incapable. 

Producers must give actors rea- 
sonable notice of dismissal (no 
stipulation as to what is to be con- 
sidered reasonable notice was 
agreed upon). 

If an actor is called back for 
retakes within six months after 
completion of a _ production he 
must work at the salary he re- 
ceived during the original filming. 
If he is called back after six 
months, and his salary since has 
increased, he is to receive the same 
salary he would receive in a new 
production. 

A twelve-hour rest period shall 
be guaranteed between’ studio 
calls. 

It was agreed by the producers that 
actors employed by the day, to whom 

the standard contract does not ap- 
ply, shall have an eight-hour day 
with one-eighth of a day’s salary for 
each hour of overtime required. 

The heads of the foreign depart- 
ments of member studios of the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences agreed today to form a

June 13, 1929, when I assumed 
office as head of the anti-trust di- 
vision of this department. 

The history of this subject as dis- 
closed by the department files for 
the period before that time is sub- 
stantially this: 

Pursuant to House Resolution 
548, Sixty-seventh Congress, fourth 
session, the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion made an investigation of the 
radio industry and published a re- 
port entitled ‘‘Radio Industry,”’ 
dated Dec. 1 1923. In 1925, the 
Department of Justice made an in- 
vestigation upon certain com- 


plaints. The representatives in 
charge of.this investigation later 
reported that there was no ground 
for action under the Sherman act. 
In January, 1924, the Federal 
Trade Commission issued a formal 
complaint against the Radio Corpo- 
ration and conducted a forma! in- 
quiry which extended through a 
eriod of nearly five years. This 
nvestigation appears to have been 
of a comprehensive character, but 
terminated in an order made by 
the commission dismissing the case 
substantially on the ground that 
the commission was without juris- 
diction to investigate violations of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. This 
order was ente“*ed Dec. 19, 1928. 


Donovan and Staff Resigned. 


In February, 1929, the Federal 
Trade Commission transmitted to 
the Attorney General the record of 
its proceedings and the case was 
immediately assigned by Colonel 
Donovan to members of his staff 
for investigation and report. Colo- 
nel Donovan resigned March 4 and 
shortly thereafter all members of 
his staff who had contact with the 
matter resigned and retired from 
service in the department. 

Owing to the large number of 
men who retired witn Colonel Don- 
ovan, or shortly after his resigna- 
ation, when I took office there was 
no one in this division who had 
ever had any part in this investi- 
gation. Mr. Schuette, 
and publicity man for the indepen- 
dent radio manufacturers, wrote 
the department in July, and again 
in August, calling attention to the 
matter. He was informed that the 
matter was already under consid- 
eration, but that no progress could 
be made until vacancies in the di- 
vision could te filled.

Patents Complicate the Case. 


As you are no doubt aware, all 
of the proceedings taken by the 
Radio Corporation and its affili- 
ated corporations have been guided 
by the advice of some of the best 
known lawyers and patent experts 
in the country. 

As shown by the briefs filed be- 
fore the Federal Trade Commission 
and their recent statements, it is 
their claim that every act com- 
plained of is protected by the legal 
monopoly granted by the United 
States Patent Office and they still 
own or control about 3,500 patents. 
In this important aspect the case 
presents a conflict between the 
anti-trust laws enacted to prevent 
monopoly and the type of monopoly 
created by the government through 
the issue of patents. It is not an 
exaggeration to say that the case 
is one of the most complicated 
ever examined by this department. 

In addition to the patent fea- 
tures, other legal questions are 
presented by the types of contract 
and corporate forms employed by 
the parties as well as by their buasi- 
ness practice. 


Study Legal Questions Involved. 


Until the legal questions pre- 
sented by conflicting representa- 


tions on the more important claims 
can be solved it will be impossible 
for the department to reach a con- 
clusive opinion as to whether the 
arties have in fact exceeded their 
egal rights and have in fact trans- 
gréssed the -trust laws. The 
work on the e is being done by 
two of the Slest men of this divi- 
sion, under my personal direction. 
From the progress already made 
it seems probable that the depart- 
ment will be able to define its atti- 
tude within another three or four 
weeks’ additional time. Nothing 
more can be done to expedite its 
consideration than is being done. 
I can assure you, however, that 
the case is receiving preferred at- 
tention, and that if as a result of 
the present intensive study the 
conclusion is reached that an 
legal proceedings are justified, 
such proceedings will be promptly 
instituted.

New York and London Rates. 


The reduction of the bank rates in 
New York and London yesterday of- 
fered another example of apparent 
cooperation between the two mar- 
kets. The movement toward lower 
central bank rates began on Oct. 31 
last when both New York and Lon- 
don.cut the rate. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank here led the British in- 
stitution by a week in the next re- 
duction, which came on Nov. 15 here 
and on Nov. 21 in London. 
Bank of England reduced its rate 
once again on Dec. 12, but in this 
step was not followed by New York. 
Since then the feeling has existed in 
both markets that the British bank 
of issue was only waiting for New 
York to agree to make another re- 
duction.

A Banker’s Dilemma. 

| The trend toward greater publicity 
|in the investment trust field, which 
|has led many trusts to publish the 


|complete list of their holdings dur- | 


|ing the last month, is reported to be 
an embarrassing development for a 
few old banking firms which have 
sponsored investment companies in 
recent years. These bankers, it is 
reported, would like to follow the 
trend and disclose the complete port- 


folios of their trusts, but find them- | 


selves confronted by a dilemma. 
Occasionally—and inadvertently—they 
|have underwritten industrial or mer- 
chandising issues which have proved 


unprofitable to investors. The prob-| 


lem with which the bankers are 
faced is that of following a course 
with respect to these unsuccessful 
issues which will not call forth un- 


due criticism. If the investment 
trusts portfolio shows holdings of the 
bankers unsuccessful issues, 
stockholders of the trust might ac- 
cuse the banker of ‘‘dumping’’ his 
unsold offerings upon the trust. On 
the other hand, if the trusts portfolio 
did not show ownership of the un- 
successful issues, investors in the 
latter might accuse the banker of un- 
derwriting stocks in which he had 
no confidence. As a result, a banker 
sometimes finds it advisable to keep 
his trusts holdings secret.

| Member Bank Borrowings Off. 


The statement of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York showed a 
continuance of the decline in mem- 
ber bank borrowings and a further 
advance in portfolio. Discounts 
dropped $10,384,000 to the low figure 
of $54,720,000. Holdings of bills 
bought in the open market were up 
$15,861,000 to $109,563,000 and hold- 
‘ings of United States Government 
securities advanced $1,140,000 
$211,940,000. 

Principally as a result of these 
changes, the total of Federal Reserve 
credit extended to the market by the 
local Reserve Bank advanced $6,367,- 
000 to $383,373,000. Gold holdings of 
the local Reserve Bank dropped 
$3,181,000 and a decline of $15,459,- 
000 in Reserve note circulation took 
place. Deposit liabilities were up 
$22,978,000. The Reserve ratio re- 
flected these developments in a de- 
cline from 77.3 per cent to 76.5 per 
cent. 

Developments in the position of the 
twelve banks of the Reserve System

New York. Discounts fell off $25,- 
519,000 to $381,422,000. Bill holdings

TO TARIFF PLEDGE 


Taber Tells State Grange at 
Syracuse the Farmers Demand 
Adequate Protection. 


DECLARES TAXES UNEQUAL 


National Master Condemns Irriga- 
tion and Reclamation Projects in 
the Face of Surplus Production. 


Specigi to The New York Times. 

SYRAGUSE, Feb. 6.—Speaking for 
the farmers of the State at today’s 
session of the New “York Grange, 
Louis J. Taber of Columbus, master 
of the National Grange, warned leg- 
| islators at Washington that each will 
|be held “‘personally responsible” if 
the farmer does not receive adequate 
protection in the new tariff sched- 
ules. 


“There is no gainsaying,’”’ he said, 
| ‘that the solemn promise made to 
the farmer in the last Presidential 


campaign that he would be given 
tariff equality and protected on the 
American market has not been re- 
deemed, and there is ave danger 
of it not being done in the immediate 
future. 

“The farmer wants no special fa- 
vors, but he does demand equivalent 
protection with those in other walks 
of life. We must protect the produc- 
ers of our food and fiber products 
just as we protect the manufacturers 
of our other commodities. 

“Agriculture is awake and the 
farmer will not be fooled by make- 
shifts. The tariff law as finally en- 
acted must carry out promises made 
to agriculture or Congress will be 
held responsible.”’ 

Mr. Taber urged greater coopera- 
tion between State and national 
oranee organizations, backed up by 
county and local units, to compete 
with the tendency toward mergers 
in other fields. 

“Inequality of taxation,’”’ he termed 
the ‘‘most crushing burden’’ on the 
farmer, and he asked that the base 
of taxation be broadened to shift the 
burden on incomes and luxuries. 

Cooperation in marketing was urged 

| to shorten the route between con- 
|; sumer and producer. Irrigation and 
reclamation projects of the govern- 
ment were criticized by the national 
Master as unsound.

Leonor F. Loree, pres- 
ident of the chamber, was chairman. 

The report of the committte on 
public service in the metropolitan 
district, which accompanied the re- 
solutions, evoked debate. Jacob H. 
Haffner, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said the recommendations for 
delay took the welfare of transit 
users into consideration. He said 
that removal of the Sixth Avenue 
elevated now would inconvenience 


The chief feature of the non-ferrous 
metal market in the past week wasa 
marked improvement in the demand 
for copper, in which domestic sales 
for the week approached 11,000 tons, 
well above the 1929 average, accord- 
ing to the Engineering and Mining 
Journal.

Evi- 
dences were that the reserve stocks 
of fabricators had fallen consider- 
ably below normal, Export sales of 
copper in the past week totaled 4,800 
tons, while export sales in January 
amounted to 33,500 long tons. 

Lead continued active, with an ex- 
cellent daily average. The daily 
average in January was 2,200 tons, 
against 2,100 tons in January, 1929. 

ere was a drop in zinc sales, fol- 
lowing rather heavy buying in recent 
weeks. The average price for zinc 
was 5.25 cents at St. Louis, but some 
business was done as low as 5:22;

MONTREAL, Feb. 6.—That the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company 
and the Consolidated ining and 
Smelting Company have finally won 
their patent case is indicated in the 
judgment rtfew handed down by the 
Supreme Court of Canada at Ottawa. 
Litigation in regard to the French 
process has been going on for a pe- 
riod of more than five years. 

In 1924 the French Complex Ore 
Reduction Company took action 
against the Consolidated Smelting 
and claimed $8,000,000 damages for 
alleged illegal use of the process, 
which is a means of extracting zinc 
from ores by electrolytic treatment. 

Afterward the case resolved itself 
into a question of the validity of the 
patent held by the French Reduction 
Company, and suit was entered as 
between that company and the Elec- 
trolytic Zinc Process Company, which 
is controlled by the Consolidated 
Smelting and the Anaconda Copper 
Company.

‘DRY ICE PATENTS UPHELD. 


Federal Cireuit Court Enjoins the 
Carbice Corporation’s Practices. 


The United States Circuit Court 
reversed yesterday the decision of 


the District Court which held that 
patents controlled by the Dry Ice 
Corporation of America could not be 
construed as requiring users of the 
company’s method of refrigeration 
to purchase the refrigerating sub- 
stance from the company. The Cir- 
cuit Court orders an injunction 
ainst the Carbice Corporation, 
whose action in selling the refrigera- 
ting substance to a former customer 
of the Dry Ice Corporation was the 
cause of the court proceedings. 
The decision is regarded as im- 
portant because of the increasing use 
of carbon dioxide in refrigerated 
am. particularly ice cream. 
Solid carbon dioxide, which is the 
substance manufactured by both 
companies, cannot itself be patented. 
The patent in question covers the 
method of use, which is said to multi- 
ply the efficiency of the substance 
several times. Under the decision 
the substance can be used in the 
manner covered the patents only 
if it is purchased from the controller 
of the patent. 
The patented method consists of 
cking the merchandise to be re- 
rigerated around a central core of 
carbon diéxide, and enclosing the 
whole in an insulating container. The 
novel feature of the method lies in 
the fact the merchandise is used 
to help i e the freezing elemen 
the reverse of the traditional meth 
of refrigerated packing.

North Carolina must deliver about 
the same acreage. 


Three major tracts, aggregating 
about 70,000 acres, remain for Ten- 
nessee to buy. In addition, more 
than 600 small properties must be 


collected, many of them to be drawn | 


out of condemnation proceedings. 
Also a large portion of--money. of- 
fered by popular subscription for the 
park purchasing is yet to be col- 
lected. 

The idea for the park originated 
more than six years ago with Mr. 
and Mrs.

about Elk Mountain. Their efforts 
led to the Great Smoky Moyntains 
Conservation Association, with Col- 
onel D. Chapman as executive chair- 
man. Former Governor Peay and 
other State leaders became’ inter- 
ested, and at the behest of the Con- 
servation Association, former Secre- 
tary of the Interior Work had a 
tentative survey made and outlined 
the park area. Congress passed a 
bill in May, 1926, officially designat- 
ing the area and providing for the 
terms of its acceptance as a national 
park.

Port Authority Chief Wants Bay | 


Ridge Channel Widened for 
Docking 1,000-Foot Ships. 


FAVORS A 2,000-FOOT WAY 


South Brooklyn Only Place Having | 


Long Piers Which Lacks Proper 
Berthing Facilities, He Says. 


Widening the Bay Ridge Channel | 
from 1,200 feet to 2,000 feet to facili- | 


tate the docking in Brooklyn of the 
largest transatlantic liners was rec- 
ommended yesterday by John E. 
Ramsey, chief executive officer of | 
the Port of New York Authority, at | 
a hearing on harbor conditions held | 


by United § 
39 Whitehall Street. J. C. McGuire, 
engineering assistant, represented the 
Port Authority and submitted Mr. 


Ramsey’s suggestion. 

Under the plan Bay Ridge Channel, 
which serves a heavy traffic 
from inside the Narrows to South 
Brooklyn piers and toward the East 
River, would be widened for its en- 
tire leng rth. It is approximately three 
miles long, extends from Fort Hamil- 
ton at Ninety-first Street to the Go- 
wanus Canal at Twenty-ninth Street, 
and forms, with the Red Hook and 
Buttermilk channels, 
to the East River. 

The Port Authority declares that | 
the channel provides entrance facili- 
ties to a waterfront with sixteen 
piers more than 1, 000 feet long. This 
section, the one used at present by 
the North German Lloyd Line for 
larger vessels, is one of three places 
outside Manhattan where there are 
large piers. 

The water-borne commerce for the 
Red Hook and Bay Ridge channels 
for the calendar year 1928 was 
10,653,328 tons, valued at $2,000,000,- 
000. This tonnage was carried in ves- 
sels usually loaded to drafts ranging 
from four feet to thirty-two feet. 

“At the present time,’’ Mr. Ram- 
sey’s recommendations point out, 
‘there are three locations, other than 
Manhattan, which have piers capable 
of berthing vessels over 900 feet long, 
namely, Brooklyn, Hoboken and 
Staten Island. The fairway off the 
Hoboken piers is 3,000 feet wide, and 
the channel off the Staten Island | 
iers is approximately 4,500 feet wide, 
ncluding the deep-draft anchorages 
adjoining. 

“South Brooklyn, with a 1,200-foot 
channel, is the only location where 
long piers are now available that 
does not have an adequate channel 
for handling large passenger liners.’ 

Mr. Ramsey explained that the 
Bremen of the North German Lloyd 
Line now docks at Pier 4, Army Base. 
and pointed out that the docking of 
such vessels in the Bay Ridge chan- 
nel has already been found to be 
quite difficult and dangerous at 
times when wind and tide condftions 
are not favorable. 

The minimum channel, he de- 
clared, should be at least one and 
one-half times the length of the 
largest vessel docking there, plus an 
allowance for windage. 

“Since the War Department has 
deciijed that it cannot extend the 
pierhead line on Manhattan,’’ he 
concludes, ‘‘the increasing number 
of large transatlantic liners coming 
into the Port of New York each year 
makes it highly advisable to improve 
channels in the vicinity of all 
ably located long piers so that 
class of vessels may find safe 
berths.”
